THE  VALUE  OF  DISCIPLINE. 

In  the  application  of  official  civilian  service  we  may,  with  propriety  and  resulting 
effectiveness,  take  the  softer  meaning  of  the  word  "discipline,"  which  is  "to  train, 
to  educate  in  the  requirements  of  obedience,"  instead  of  the  harsher  meaning,  "to 
subjugate,  to  punish."  We  could  even  go  further  and  speak  of  discipline  as  a  series 
of  advisory  methods  for  the  uniform  training  of  employees  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties.  With  this  modified  and  common-sense  meaning  of  the  word  in  the  mind  of 
the  administrative  and  supervisory  official  as  well  as  the  subordinate,  discipline 
becomes  an  indispensable  factor  to  successful  operation.  Viewed  in  the  light  of  sub- 
jection and  chastisement,  it  becomes  a  vicious  practice  and  endangers  the  loyalty, 
the  confidence,  and  the  cooperation  that  should  exist  between  superiors  and  subor- 
dinates, and  may  greatly  impair  the  efficiency  of  service. 

Many  employees  take  the  attitude  that  disciplinary  measures  are  meant  for  the  other 
fellow.  They  look  upon  discipline  in  the  light  of  a  misfortune,  such  as  a  quarantine 
card  on  a  door,  a  slip  on  an  icy  pavement,  a  jolt  as  it  were — a  term,  by  the  way,  which 
is  frequently  used  in  that  connection.  Few  employees  have  the  faculty  of  receiving 
with  equanimity  the  word  of  precautionary  discipline  given  by  the  administrative 
or  supervisory  official.  Many  are  prone  to  take  offense  at  close  supervision  of  their 
work  and  to  consider  it  as  a  personal  affront,  resenting,  perhaps,  the  detection  of  faulty 
efforts  and  application.  Such  employees  not  only  add  to  the  burden  of  administra- 
tive officials  and  make  the  way  to  successful  operation  difficult,  but  hinder  their  own 
advancement. 

Perhaps  the  safer  method  to  adopt  in  the  relation  between  the  administrator  or 
supervisor  and  the  subordinate  is  to  follow  the  advice  of  the  old  adage,  "Put  yourself 
in  the  other  fellow's  place."  If  the  official  has  cdme  up  from  the  ranks,  he  should 
know,  and  can  not  afford  to  disregard  the  viewpoint  of  the  fair-minded  subordinate. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  subordinate  should  understand  and  realize  that  the  higher 
position  is  filled  with  responsibilities  and  that  the  mistakes  and  faults  of  the  service 
reflect  directly  or  indirectly  on  the  higher  official.  The  subordinate  should  strive  in 
every  way  to  assist  in  making  the  work  of  the  superior  easy,  pleasant,  and  effective. 
He  should  lend  all  possible  assistance  in  throwing  light  on  matters  which  may  not  be 
clear  and  should  give  the  benefit  of  his  training  and  experience.  This  can  be  done 
without  being  subservient,  and  the  efficient  and  fair-minded  administrator  or  super- 
visor will  appreciate  and  be  thankful  for  such  help.  Should  errors  be  found  in  the 
way  his  duties  are  discharged,  the  subordinate  should  not  take  offense  when  this  is 
called  to  his  attention;  rather,  he  should  have  increased  respect  for  and  confidence 
in  a  superior  able  to  detect  mistakes  and  qualified  to  improve  methods. 

In  branches  of  the  public  service  remote  from  the  parent  organization,  which  issues 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  of  the  work,  and  where  emergencies  some- 
times arise  in  applying  these  rules,  much  depends  on  the  ability  of  administrative, 
supervisory,  and  subordinate  employees  to  agree  regarding  the  interpretation  to  be 
placed  on  the  rulings.  Doubt  and  criticism  may  be  avoided  through  consultation, 
advice,  and  exchange  of  ideas  on  subjects  of  that  character,  all  of  which  is  a  form  of 
discipline  destined  to  bring  about  a  better  understanding,  a  spirit  of  closer  cooperation 
and  a  more  efficient  application  of  efforts.

M.  I.  FORM  151  TO  BE  DISCONTINUED. 

The  use  of  M.  I.  Form .151,  "Monthly  Report  of  Branding,"  will  be  discontinued 
August  31,  1923.  After  that  date  these  reports  need  no  longer  be  forwarded  to  the 
Washington  office. 

USE  OF  BARIUM  CARBONATE  IN  EDIBLE-PRODUCT  DEPARTMENTS. 

Experiments  having  shown  that  barium  carbonate  can  safely  be  used  in  edible- 
product  departments,  except  in  dry  salt  cellars,  the  use  of  baits  containing  this  poison 
in  such  departments  may  be  permitted  under  the  following  restrictions,  which  must 
be  strictly  adhered  to: 

1.  The  use  of  the  poison,  including  the  preparation  and  placing  of  the  baits,  must 
be  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  bureau  inspector. 

2.  Baits  must  either  be  solid  and  sufficiently  hard  so  that  they  can  not  be  broken 
up  and  scattered  about,  or  must  be  soft  and  must  be  placed  in  a  dish  or  other  recep- 
tacle and  protected  by  a  box  or  cage  provided  with  openings  sufficiently  large  for  the 
rats  to  enter  but  not  large  enough  to  permit  removal  of  the  dish. 

3.  Baits  shall  not  be  placed  in  edible-product  departments  until  after  operations 
have  been  ended  for  the  day. 

4.  Strict  account  must  be  kept  of  the  location  and  number  of  baits  set  out. 

5.  All  uneaten  baits  must  be  gathered  up  and  destroyed  before  operations  are  begun 
the  next  day.  Operations  shall  not  be  permitted  until  all  baits  have  been  gathered 
up  or  accounted  for. 

6.  Baits  must  not  be  placed  in  dry  salt  cellars.  They  may  be  placed  in  other 
departments  containing  exposed  meats,  but  care  must  be  taken  that  they  are  so  placed 
as  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  meat. 

7.  The  entire  supply  of  barium  carbonate  and  prepared  baits  must  be  kept  in  a 
safe  place  designated  by  the  inspector  in  charge. 

Use  of  the  poison  must  be  closely  supervised,  and  no  condition  which  may  be  a 
source  of  danger  to  human  health  or  which  is  not  consistent  with  proper  sanitation  or 
inspection  permitted  to  develop. 

Further  information  concerning  use  of  barium  carbonate  and  other  methods  for  the 
elimination  of  rats  mav  be  obtained  from  Farmers'  Bulletin  No.  1302,  "How  to  Get 
Rid  of  Rats."
